The kitchens at the Executive Man- 
sion are adequate for the prepiration 
and service for a dinner party of 560 
persons in the East Room. The regu- 
lar staff is not at all adequate for seiv- 
{ce of a stage dinner in a manner dis- 
tinguished guests would have 4 right 
to expect at the leading Amer:can 
home. “Extras’’ are brought tn. 

Congress appropriates no funds for 
any swch establishments as the royal 
families of Europe take for granted. 
The permanent staff of kitchen and 
service employecs lg held down. A man 
taking a place as White House chef 
does not have a residence and food 
supplies for his family. Calvin Cool- 
idge put an end to the employees’ 
“carrying home” prerogatives. 

The President has an expense ac- 
count for traveling and entertainment 
of $25,000 a year. 

If he travels a lot he must dig scwn 
into his pockets, because the Wh.te 
House staff which composes an im- 
perative entourage must be charged 
against the Presidential account at the 
Treasury Department. 

If he gives a lot of dinners, as the 
Hoovers do and intend to keep on do- 
ing, a President must expect to meet 
the grocer’s collector.

The average tourist in Washington 
wants to take back home an -impres- 
sion of the White House as the “best 
hame in the country” for the reason 
that the average citizen enshrouds the 
President’s residence with 4 glamor and 
grandeur, A lot of disillusionment 
wquld result for American boyhood if 
it should be established *hat you nad 
to be a rich man to be ahle to make 
good on the job of President. It would 
destroy some of our nationally accept- 
ed hokum. 

The, requirements of cfficial posi- 
tion are too well established to be in 
controversy. Andrew W. Mellon pays 
out for his apartment in rent alone 
as much as he receives in pay-checks 
as Secretary of the Treasury. It is uot 
at all improbable Mr. Mellon's house- 
hold expenditures run as high as 
$50,000 a year. 

A Secretary of State. who must go 
out to dinnegrevery night or have par- 
ties of twelve to thirty persons in to 
dinner, cannot begin to live on the 
salary of $12,000 a year, unless he has 
& substantial income of hig own, or 
some score of years before happened 
to marry a lady with lots of money. 

A lot of idle talk is heard at the 
Capitol every now and then about 
the career men in the American diplo- 
matic service, Very little of it is ¢com- 
plimentary. The back-country Con- 
gressmen feel they are on safe ground 
when they indulge in uncouth, rural 
sport at the expense of the ‘young 
men of education and family who fore- 
gq the money marts to work in out- 
of-the-way places of the earth and be 
nice to visiting Babbitts,
